NOTE: The amendment is improper for there are underlined portions of the claims which were not amended (as in 
claim 17). Claims 19-25 are entirely underlined therefore; it is unclear what is the amended material. Furthermore, new 1 12 issues have 
arisen from the amendment. For example, it is unlear how the substance Is transferred "from said at least one first supplier to a second 
supplier disposed within the micropchip" because the claim recites the microchip comprises "a second supplier to supply a potential" not 
receive a substance. Claim 17 is also written a form that claims "a supply element for a laboratory microchip". The combination of the 
microchip and the supply element is neccessry because the supply element is claimed in refemce to the structure of microchip; therefore 
the microchip should be postively claimed as an element of the Invention (combination of a microchip and supply element). Claim 1 7 
recites a second supplier disposed within the microchip. The previous claims did not require a second supplier disposed within the 
microchip. As to claims 32-46 and 51-55, previously withdrawn, the claims have not previously been considered and now any 
consideration of the claims would require the consideration of methods not previously searched . 
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
